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JOHN NUTHALL, 1620 - 1667 


John Nuthall, son of John Nuthall and his wife, was born in 
London, England and came to the colony of Virginia before August 
16, 1664 as proved by a letter from Joseph Philips, a London mer- 
chant, to his brother in Virginia written on that date. In it he 
sends his "kind respects to Mr. Nuthall and tell him his father, 
mother and sister are in good health," and encloses a,letter to 
Mr. Nuthall from his father (William & Mary Quarterly, Ser. l, 

v. 5, pp. 40-41). . : 


The Virginia land records show that on July 27, 1645 John 
Nuthall was granted 300 acres’ of land in Northampton County at 
the head of Hungar's Creek adjacent to land formerly owned by 
John Hollawaye, for transporting six persons, himself twice,. 
Elizabeth his wife, John Towson, Andrew Ditch and John Evere 
(Nugent, p. 158). In 1642 John Hollaway (Hallawaye) had been 
granted 1300 acres in Northampton County, part of which was on 
Hungar Creek. He died in 1643 and John Nuthall married Elizabeth 
(Bacon) Holloway, widow of John Holloway (Nugent, pp. 123, 135; 
Torrence, p. 213; Monnet Family Genealogy, p. 1069). 


Elizabeth Bacon was a daughter of Reverend James Bacon, d. 
1649 and his second wife, Martha Woodward, daughter of George and 
Elizabeth (Honeywood) Woodward. Elizabeth is the sister of the 
Honorable Nathaniel Bacon, 1620-1692 of Virginia. Their father, 
the Reverend James Bacon was rector of Burgate in Suffolk, England 
and he and his brother, Nathaniel, were younger sons of Sir James: 
and Elizabeth Bacon of Friston Hall, Suffolk. Sir James is said 
to be a first cousin of Sir Francis Bacon (Boddie, John Bennett. 
Seventeenth Century Isle of Wight Co., Va., pp. 107-108). Boddie 
‘does not include. Elizabeth's-name as a sister of Nathaniel being 
concerned with the male line only. However at that time there 
were no other Bacons in Virginia and Elizabeth (Bacon) Holloway 
Nuthall names her second son, James Nuthall, surely for her father | 
just as I believe she was named for her grandmother, Elizabeth 
Honeywood.. There is no documentary proof for this in the Virginia 
records but a caréful perusal of Suffolk diocese registers in 
England might’ confirm this surmise. 
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After John Nuthall's marriage to Elizabeth they settled on 
his plantation in Northampton County where the county records give 
evidence of some of his activities, referring to him as John Nuthall, 
merchant. On March 30, 1652 he joined five of his neighbors in 
signing a petition to the Assembly listing several grievances which 
they desired rectified, the main issue being unjust taxation with- 
out proper representation. They also wished an annual choice of 
magistrates and a voice in naming a Governor such as Mr. Richard 
Bennett (William & Mary Quarterly, Historical Papers, v. l, p. 
191). Another Northampton County record in the year 1658 concerns 
power of attorney given to John Nuthall of London, merchant, to 
represent the heirs of the estate of Gertrude Luddington, all of 
the Parish of St. Andrews, Holbourne, London (William & Mary 
Quarterly, Ser. 1, v. 5, pp. 40-41).

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John Nuthall's name appeared in the Maryland records before 
the date of Kis land grant in Virginia. In 1643 he testified in 
court that Roger Oliver had been killed on board a vessel by an 
Indian (Maryland Archives, v. 4, p. 210). This episode doubtless 
occured during one of his trips as a merchant between Virginia and 
Maryland. It was considerably after this date that he came from 
Virginia to settle in Maryland. About 1661 he purchased "Cross 
Manor" and "St. Elizabeth's Manor,'' totaling 4000 acres, from 
Thomas Cornwallys (Archives, v. 51, pp. 1-3). The Maryland Pro- 
vincial Court records for the same year state that Mr. John Nut- 
hall, attorney, represented Major Thomas Brooke in a suit against 
Richard Garner for debt. When John Nuthall, merchant, was granted 
an exclusive license for trading with the Indians in 1661, it re- 
sulted in a lawsuit against John Elsey over landing on the Wico- 
mico in his ship, the Accommak. This was settled in 1662 in favor 
of John Nuthall (Archives, v. 3, pp. 445-446, 468). He was ap- 
pointed to the Commission Issued for Peace in St. Mary's County 
and also served on the jury in 1665 (Archives, v. 3, pp. 513-514, 
540). 


Two years later John Nuthall died intestate and his estate 
was appraised October 10, 1667. In 1668 the Council of Maryland 
ordered his personal estate divided among his three children John, 
James, and Eleanor Nuthall, now the wife of Thomas Sprigg (Archives 
Vie 95 BP 34)": 


Elizabeth, wife of John Nuthall, had evidently died in Vir- 
ginia before the family came to Maryland. Skordas lists John 
Nuthall immigrated 1663; James Nuthall, son of John, and John 
Nuthall, son of John, transported in 1663 (Skordas, pp. 339-340).

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JOHN NUTHALL, JR., 1648 ~ 1714 — 


John Nuthall, eldest son of John and Elizabeth (Bacon) Nut- 
hall was born in Northampton County, Virginia in the year 1648 as 
proved by a deposition made in Court at St. Mary's County in 1669 
thac ne was 21 years. old at: that cime (Archives, v. 60, p.. 215); 


Elizabeth's Manor," purchased by his father in 1661 and which he 
had inherited, to Mark Cordea for 60,000 pounds of tobacco (aAr- 
chives, v. 51, pp. 1-3). It is said that he only received a horse, 
a saddle and a bridle in exchange for the plantations. His grand- 
son, Brent Nuthall in 1721 tried to have tthe lands returned, but 
the court held that it was a valid recorded sale, although the 
suit included depositions from persons who had known his grand- 
father and his great-grandfather. Charles Calvert, in his depo- 
sition, stated that he had often heard his parents say that young 
Nuthall, who was not of age at the time, was outrageously cheated 
(Parran, v. Ll. op. 281). 


In 1669 John Nuthall rendered a bill to the Assembly at the 
spring session for entertaining 20 Indians in his home over the 


space of a Fortnight, sometimes more, sometimes less. The clerk 
suggested he be paid 2000 pounds of tobacco, but protesting this 
amount he was Finally paid-2805 pounds. At a later date he was 


also paid i438 pounds for the accommodation of the Governor and 
Squire Calvert (Archives, v. 2. pp. 57-58. 227, 234). On April 2, 
1674 he served as a member of the jury at the Court of Chancery 
and in 1675 John Nuthall, Jr. and his brother, James, testified 
in favor of Thomas Sprigg in a suit involving Nathan Truman (Ar- 
chives, v. 51. pp. 156, 168, 175). John Nuthall’s name is found 
among those listed who pledged their loyalty to King William and 
Queen Mary in 1692 (Archives, v. 8, p. 13L). From 1697/98 ‘to 
1700 he was one of the five delegates elected to represent St. 
Mary's County in the Lower House of the Assembly (Biog. Dict., 
p. 34). 


Tt is probable that John Nuthall married his first wife about 
this time. Her surname is unknown and one source states that her 
given name was "Barbara ---- as shown by the records of 1676-1699" 
but no reference given as proof (Parran, v. 1l, p. 281). John and 
his wife lived in All Faith's Parish in St. Mary's County. This 
parish extended from the darvey Hundred on the Patuxent to Swan- 
son's Creek and to the eastern limits of Prince George's County. 

All Faith's had first been located in Charies County, then in 
Calvert and finally St. Mary's. The church records note that Mr. 
John Nutwell (Nuthall), Mr. Adam Bell and Mr. Robert Clarke were 
elected trustees of the building on November 19, 1698. ~-He was. 
elected to. Che vestry in. 1703. and with Nis son, Jehn., in 1707.2 ..To 
differentiate between the two, they became known as John Nuthall, 
Sr. and John Nuthall. Jr. He continued to serve on the vestry until 
his death in 1714 when two others were chosen to fill the vacancies 
left: by Mr. John Nuthall and Mr. Adam Bell. It is interesting to 


read in one of these records that Mr. Robert Owen, also a forebear, t 
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served as occasional rector during 1701, although his regular 
parish was St. Paul's in Prince George's County (M.H.M., v. 30, 
pp. 40, 338-339.

John Nuthall wrote his will on November 22, 1713, but did not 
die until September of the following year. His will which begins 
“I, John Nuthall, Sr., Gent., of St. Mary's County'' bequeaths to 
his grandson, Brent Nuthall, slaves, stock including "my mare 
called Flower' and "all my wearing clothes.'' If he dies before 
age 21 or unmarried then to "John Nuthall, my son."’ To grand- 
daughter, Eleanor Nuthall, a slave and stock, but if she dies 
before 16 or unmarried, then to her father. Son, John, is named 
whole and sole executor and is to have “all the land belonging to 
the plantation where 1 now dwell."

JOHN NUTHALL Iil, 167- - 171- 


John Nuthall, son and only child of John Nuthail of All 
Faith's Parish, Set. Mary's County was born in that county in the 
Province of Maryland about 1675. After his mother's death, he 
was brought up by his father's second wife, Mary Brent, and he 
apparently became very fond of his stepmother for he named his 
son, Brent, and one of his daughters, Mary. . 

The records show very little about the early life of John 
Nuthall. On July 2, 1696, Thomas Sprigg and his wife, Eleanor 
(nee Nuthall) conyeyed to John Nuthall of St. Mary's County 250° 
acres of "Resurrection Manor," purchased by the said Thomas Sprigg 
‘from Captain Thomas Cornwallis (Md. Gen., v. 2, p. 388: Prov. 
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Court, Liber WRC, mo. Ll. £6. /60,;. 771). There is-no certainty 
chat John Nuthall TII was of age ac this time, and this conveyance 
could have been to his father. However, he later became sole heir 
to his facher's real property, who bequeathed to son, John, “all 
-the land belonging to the plantation where I now ‘dwell." 


Shortly after this, John Nuthall married his first cousin, 
eleanor (Sprigg) Hilleary, daughter of Thomas and tleanor (Nuct- 
hall) Sprigg (See Sprigg Family section). Eleanor Sprigg had 
First married Thomas dilleary as his second wife (See Hilleary 
Family section). Thomas died in 1697 and sometime before 1700 
Eleanor (Sprigg) Hilleary married John Nuthall. This is proved 
by a deed recorded in Prince Ceorge's Counry dated 6/25/1700 when 
John Nuthall of St. Mary's County, planter, sold for 50 pounds 
sterling a 250 acre tract of land. being part of ''Three Sisters” 
to Thomas Sprigg. Jr., Gent. Said tract was bequeathed by Thomas 
Hillary, late of Calvert County, deceased, in his will dated 
2/2/1697, to his wife, Eleanor, who after his death, married the 
said John "Nutwell" (Prince George Land Records, Liber A, ff. 218, | 
354). Note the variation in the spelling of John Nuthall's name 
in this deed. 


In addition to the property inherited from her deceased 
husband's estate, Eleanor also inherited a third of a tract of 
land in the Collington Hundred from her father, Thomas Sprigg, 
who died in 1704. With this plantation and his own property in 
St. Mary's, John Nuthall must have amply justified the designa- 
tion of planter in the deed of conveyance to his brother-in-law, 
Thomas Sprigg, Jr. As previously noted he served on the vestry 
of ALL Faith's with his father in 1707. After his father's death 
in 1714 his holdings increased vy inheritance of. the home plan- 
tation. He did not long survive his father, dying intestate some- 
time before 1719, when Eleanor Nuthall is listed as a taxable in 
the Collington Hundred of Prince George's County (Calendar of Md. 
State Papers. Black Books, item 163). :

After John Nuthall's decease Eleanor Nuthall went to Live 
in Prince George's County on the plantation bequeathed to her by 
‘her father in the Collington tlundred and to be near her brother, 
Thomas Sprigg, Jr., and her. son, Thomas Hillary, Jr., by her first 
marriage, for they also lived in the Collington Hundred of Prince 
George's. The land records tell more of Eleanor's life in this 
county. On July 25, 1725 Eleanor Nuthall, widow, For 180 pounds 1 
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purchased from Elinor Williams, widow, four slaves, Stock, and 
household furniture which included beds, rugs, linens, utensils, 
tools, etc. Elinor Williams was the eldest daughter of John and 
Eleanor Nuthall, who, three days after her mother purchased this 
personal property from her deceased husband's estate, married 
John Pratt July 28, 1724. Further proof is the slave, Flora, who 
was named in both the will of her prandfather, and in the deed of 
sale (Brown, v. 1, p. 335; P. G. Land Records, Liber M, f. 526). 


Eleanor Nuthall of Prince George's County, widow, made, on 
2/9/1728/9, a further deed of gift to her "beloved daughter, — 
Eleanor Pratt" of "Sprigg's Request," to have and hold during 
the natural life of Reverend George Murdock, and after the decease 
of Eleanor Nuthall. On the same date she gave to. daughter, Mary 
Nuthall, spinster, a negro girl and a bay horse named Blaze (P. G. 
Land Records, Liber M, f£. 263-264). Eleanor Nuthall made these 
indentures to her two daughters in anticipation of her marriage 
to Reverend George Murdock, the newly appointed rector of Prince 
George's Parish, and on February 6, 1728/9 George Murdock and 
Eleanor, his wife, of Prince George County for love and affection 
for their daughter, Mary Nuthall, spinster, and for other reasons, 
give her part of a parcel of land called "Sprigg's Request." On 
November 13, 1729, Mary Nutwell (Nuthall) married Richard Duckett, 
Jr. (P.. G. Land Records, Liber M, f£. 368; Brown, v. 1, p. 329). | 


The marriages of the three sisters, Priscilla, Elizabeth 
and Mary are all listed in the church register of Queen Anne's 
Parish (Brown, v. 1, op. 329-30). Each entry spells their maiden 
name Nutwell although the correct spelling is Nuthall as their 
father signed it in land deeds, and their grandfather in his will. 
The marriage of their eldest sister, Eleanor, to Thomas Williams 
was not entered. They may have been married in another parish, 
but the births of their two children, Eleanor and Thomas, were 
noted as well as her second marriagé to John Pratt. The date of 
the decease of their mother, Eleanor Nuthall Murdock, was not 
recorded in the parish register and is unknown, although she was 
still alive in 1741 (Bowie, pp. 569-70).

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THOMAS SPRIGG, 1630 - 1704 


That Thomas Sprigyz was born in 1630 is proved by a depositio 
made 1665 in the Provincial Court, stating he was then 35 years 
old (Prov. Court Records, Liber FF, £. 91: Md. Hist. Mag., v. 8, 
p- 74). It is likely that Thomas Sprigg came from the parish of 
Kettering in Northhamptonshire, England, located fifteen miles 
east of the tow: of Northhampton, for he named two of his land 
grants "Kettering" and "'Northhampton" (Smith, p. 294). He was of 
a titlec family, using a seal bearing his coat of arms beside his 
signature on the inventory of Martin’Falkner, Prince George's Co., 
1698. The arms are described as: ''Chequy or and azure a fesse 
ermine.'"' Crest: "A laurel branch vert." A pair of gold seals 
were listed in the inventory of the estate of Thomas Sprigg in 
1704 (Newman. Heraldic Marylandiana, pp. 144-145). 


Thomas Sprigg was in Northhampton County, Va., as early as 
March 1651 when he and John Nuthall, signed their names to the 
list of 200 who promised “to be true and faithful to the Common- 
wealth of England as it is now established" (Virginia Carolorum, 
p. 221). A few years earlier a letter from a London merchant to 
his brother in Viryinia instructs his brother to be sure to enclose 
his letters in Nr. Stone's pocket, and to get Mr. Nuthall to dv the 
like in his to his father. This gives 4 clue tu the close celation- 
ship to follow between Thomas Sprigz, Mr. Stone and John Nuthall 
(Wm. & Mary Quarterly, v. 5, pp. 40-41). 


Mr. Stone was William Stone, merchant and large landowner in 
Northhampton county, Virginia (Nugent, pp. 27-8, 59, 135). He 
emigrated to Maryland in 1648 and a year later in 1649, Lord Balti- 
more, in an effort to increase the Protestant population of Mary- 
land, prior to Cromwell's Commonwealth, appointed William Stone, 
Governor of Maryland.’ Governor Stone served through several stormy 
years until 1654 when he was tried for treason against the Comnon- 
wealtn, but wus acquitted and in 1658 was appointed a meinber of the 
Council by Cecilius Calvert, 2nd Lord Baltimore (Skurdas, p. 444; 
Biog. Dict.. of Md. Legislature, pp. 20-22; Richardson. Sidelights 
on Md. Hist., v. 1, pp. 181-184). Sometime during this period 
Thomas Sprigg married Catherine (Stone) Roper, widow, a sister of 


. Governor William Stone, who in his will, dated Dec. 3, i659, names 
"my brother Sprigg.'' Thomas Stone, son of the Governor, assigned 


100 acres of land, August 3, 1662, "to my Uncle, Thomas Sprigg” 
(Land Office, Liber 5, f. 182: Skordas, pp. 434-444). 


Thomas Sprigg first appears in the Maryland records as party 
to a suit against John Neville in 1657, though it seems likely he 
was here before that date (Archives, v. 10, p. 546). On January 
18, 1658 a patent for 600 acres of land was, granted to Thomas 
Sprigz for transporting into Maryland his wife, Catherine, Verlinda 
Roper (Catherine's daughter), »Edward Bushell, Nathaniel Sprigge, 
and Hugh Johnson. This land, which he named "Sprigley, was lo- 
cated on the-Chester River dividing Kent and Queen Anne Counties

Tater. Eleanor Sprigg, wife of Thomas, does mot join him in the

children bequeathiny to them various legacies. To daughter, 
Sarah Fearce, a gold riny and money; to son, Thomas, the dwelling 
plantation of "Northampton" including houses thereon, and land not 
already disposed of. Thomas is also to have "Kettering" and 1/3 
of "Callington," the great Bible and a silver tankard. Daughter,

Ggaughter, Eleanor Nuthall, the remaining thiid of "Collington" 
next to Jonathon Simons. To daughter, Elizabeth Wade, daughter, 
Ann Gittings, daughter, Elinor Nuthall, and daughter, Martha 
Prather "all my moveables within doors and without" to be equally 
divided between them.
